(A a candidate s election committee, or in any way actively prosecute a 
candidate’s interests. 

,5. Com in nil ifitfion.f to the Prens, hoirtures, etc ,, — No person subject to the 
Act shall — 

(i) puhli' !, in any form whaterer or comnnmicate directl;\ or indirectly 

to ibc Press any, matter on a service subject or containing any 

sov' io. information, oi publish or cause to be published any book 
oi rctt' or ai tide or other document on such matter or containing 

su II 'iiformation. without the prior sanction of the Commander- 

in-C'iiiei or an,\ other office' specified by him in this behalf; or 

(’;) deb'ier a lectic'e or wireless address on a service subject or contaiii- 
■nc I’lij ii’t'orm.-ition or vie-ws on any service subject without the 
pi-s'i -.onciion oh the Commander-in-Chief or any other officer 
spec-hel b; him in this uehalf. 
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Explanatio^i . — For iha purpoHe of this rnjo, service information and eervioe 
snbjeot mean infortnaiioii or subject, afi the case may be, conccrniitg the forces. 

B, UfleAtse . — A person subject to the Act may be reionsod from the service 
in accordance with the Release Uegiilations for the Army or such other regula- 
tions as may be made Jrom time to tJtrie. 

7, Authorised fdodindiVuift.— 'J’he following deductions may be made frotn the 
pay, non-effeetivo pay and all other emoluments pa.yablo to a person subject 
to the Act, — 

fij upon the general or sjroeial order of the Central Government, any 
Hum iTijuired to meet any public claim there may be against him, 
any legimental debt that may be due from him or any regimental 
olfdin, 

(ii) any sum required to meet compulsory contributions to any Provident 
Fund, or any Benevolent or other fund approved by the Central 
Government. 

Explniiat ion,~(i) '‘Public claim" means any public debt or disallowance 
iucludni” any over-issue made through au error as to the facts; or a deheieuoy 
or irregular expenditure ot public money or store of whicb, after due investiga- 
tion, no explanation satisfactory to the Central Government is given by the 
person who is responsible for the sarne.

10 Summary disposal of charge against officirs and warrant officers, — (1) 
When an officer or wanrant officer 13 rema^ided for a summary disposal of the 
charge against him, a eopy of the summary of 6vidence shall be delivered to 
him free of charge as soon as practicable after its preparation, and 4n any
